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1. Claims 1-20 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly- 
connected, to make and/or use the invention. The disclosure 
present an invention as shown in specif ication, page 6, lines 1-6 
where "the dynamic power management device supplies power to the 
memory sufficient to maintain memory information during periods 
of no data access activity and sufficient to exchange memory 
information with the memory during periods of data access 
activity". However, claims 1 and 23, last six lines recite 
subject matter different form the above specification subject 
matter.

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Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
clearly anticipated by Nakatani et al, U.S. Pat. No. 5297098. 

As per claims 1 and 23, Nakatani discloses supplying a 
variable voltage to said memory integrated circuit (column 3, 
lines 13-18 and figure 1), generating address and control signals 
for said memory integrated circuit (figures 5-7 and column 6, 
lines 48-59), first level and second level (column 3, lines 38- 
57). 

Claims 2-22 are also anticipated by Nakatani' s reference. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention thereof 
by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another 
who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1) , (2) , and (4) of 
section 371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant 
for patent . 

Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
clearly anticipated by Fung, U.S. pat. No. 5396635. 
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As per claims 1 and 23, Fung discloses supplying a variable 
voltage to said memory integrated circuit (abstract, last three 
lines and figure 1 and column 10, lines 44 and 45) , generating 
address and control signals for said memory integrated circuit 
(column 5, lines 17-20 and figure 1) , first level and second 
level (abstract and figure 1) . 

Claims 2-22 are also anticipated by Fung's reference. 

4 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented 
or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country, before 
the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as 
being clearly anticipated by DeLuca et al, U.S. Pat. No. 5218705. 

As per claim 21, DeLuca discloses supplying a variable 
voltage to said memory integrated circuit (figure 1), first, 
second and third voltages (figure 1) . 

Claim 22 is also anticipated by DeLuca 7 s reference. 
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5. Applicants arguments with respect to claims 1-23 are have 
been considered but are moot in view of the new ground (s) of 
rejection.
